the European tour of Theodore Roosevelt and 


bis family. 

Though traveling in an unofficial capacity, 
Mr. Roosevelt is staying in e palace of which 
King Bédward’s niece is the mistress. He came 
direct from a visit at another palace where 
King Bdéward's daughter is the queen con- 
sort. Immediately before that he had been 
staying at a court which geve to Edward ané 


to England Queen Alexandra, who stepped into 


the heart of the Dnglish people on the day 
she landed on their shores. On Monday 
Roosevelt will leave here to stay at the court 
of King Edward’s nephew, the German kai- 
ser. On Friday week he was to have dined 
at Buckingham palace the guest of Edward. 

There naturally have been many surmises 
as to what effect King Badward’s death will be 
on‘the remainder of Col. Roosevelt's tour. 
It may be said that the tour will be com- 
pleted with adherence to its broad outlines, 


but with the necessary modification with 
- 


regard to King Edward's death. 


Will Follow Kaiser’s Wishes. 

Not until tomorrow does the Swedish 
court begin its three weeks of mourning, and 
tonight Roosevelt and his family, with the 
crown prince, are attending a banquet, not 
wearing mourning, as gueste of the citizens 
of Stockholm, at Hasselbacken, with the 
foreign minister in the chair. 

In regard to the Berlin visit Mr. Roosevelt 
immediately placed himself at the conven 
fence of the kaiser, but In any case he in- 
tends to fulfill both his Berlin and Englieh 
visite as his private engagements demand. 
All the court functions in whith he was to 
participate will be canceled, but such events 
as his lecture at the Berlin university and 
his Romanes lecture at Oxford university 
presumably will not be interrupted. 

Hie visite to England and Germany, in his 
own words, will be quiet and private. It 
was thought here that he might go to King 
Edward's funeral. 


Roosevelt Praise to Edward. 

Speaking of the late king’s tact, Mr. Roose- 
velt gave an iMustration of what he termed 
the finer sense of things which the king pos- 
sessed. 

“ Next to the ring John Hay gave me,” he 
said, “I value the miniature King Edward 
sént me, after I became president, of Ton 
Hampden. That was a present a sovereign 
couki make with dignity and one a demo- 
cratic president could accept. All historian’ 
and royaliste agree that Hatipden was a 
good man. The king must have known that 
Hampden was one of my four heroes—Timo- 
leon, Hampden, Washington, and Lincoin. 
Such a selection as the miniature showed ex- 


treme tact. 

“IT have @ personal feeling about the king s 
death. I know thet he had an earnest desire 
to keep the relations between Great Britam 
and the United States on the closest and most

In a number of cases involving bribery in’ 
the election of senators, the senate has not 
waited for judicial proceedings to be begun, 
but hee acted upon representations made by 
official bodies or by inG@ividual citizens. This 
was notably the procedure in the case of Ben- 
ator Clark of Montana, the corruption of 
whote election was investigated by the sen- 
ate upon a petition of citizens. The senate 
found the charges substantiated and was 
about to expel Clark when he resigned his 
eeat. 

Some -Favor Immediate Action. 

There are some members of the senate 
who belleve that, in the interest'of the dig- 
nity and standing of the senate, no time 
should be wasted In making a thorough in- 
vestigation into the bribery charges made 
in connection with the election of Senator 
Lorimer. 

So many charges have been brought against 
senators in recent years that the upper house 
of congress is being brought into disrepute, 
and it is all the more necessary, in the opinion 
of senators who have gained their seats hon- 
estly, that not the slightest stain shail be 
allowed to rest upon the title of any member 
of the body. 

They feel that as soon as a charge of cor- 
ruption comes from a responsible source the 
senate should take notice of it and prove to 
the country that it is not in sympathy with 
corruption, and that it proposes to stamp 
it out with vigor and decision. 

One of the men who feels this way is Sen- 
ator Fletcher of Florida, who declared to 
Tue TRIBUNE tonight that the senate should 
lose no time in inaugurating an investigation 
of the charges affecting Senator Lorimer.

‘FOR A PIECEMEAL REVISION. 


. Commercial World in Process. 


Wathington, D. C., May T-—{Special.j— 
Congressman Boutell of Chicago, a member 
of the house ways and means committee 
which drafted the Payne tariff bill, has a 
new scheme for the piecemeal revision of 
the new tariff law. 

Mr. Boutel] has deserted Chairman Payne 
ané other standpatters in their opposition to 
the tariff commission amendment reported 
yesterday in the sundry civil appropriation 
bill, and im indorsing the amendment he of- 
fers a plan for the gradual revision of the 
tariff upon a scientific basis and without 
upsetting the commercial world in the 
process. 

The tariff commission amendment in the 
sundry civil bill is designed to give the pres- 
ent tariff board full powers to investigate 
the cost of production and ascertain tariff 
facts. Mr. Boutell suggested today that after 
such data is secured upon any complete 
schedule of the tariff law a joint rule can be 
offered in both houses of congress to open up 
that portion of the tariff law for revision. 

“Such a rule would expressly limit con- 
gress to the consideration of designated 
schedules of the tariff law,” said Mr. Boutell. 
“The data secured by the tariff commission 
in its investigations will undoubtedly be com- 
pleted upon some schedules before it is com- 
pleted as av entirety. Unter a rule limiting 
congrese to the consideration of certain rates 
the tariff revision could be taken up as rap- 
idiy eas the facts are at hand to warrant 
changes on the duties now existing.”

SENATE COMMITTEE VOTES 
TO REPORT PUBLICITY BILL. 


Long Fight of “Chicago Tribune” for 
Honesty in Elections Bears Good Re- 
sult at Last, 


Washington, D. ¢., May 7.—[Special.}—An- 
other step has been taken In Tae Cricaco 
TRIBUNB'’S campaign for securing publicity 
of campaign contributions. The senate com- 
mittee on priviléges and elections voted to- 
day to report the McCall bill, which was 
passed by the house. After constant agita- 
tion on the part of Tus Traisun®e and of the 
publicity organization the reluctant regu- 
lars of the senate committee fell into line. 
This included even Senator Burrows, who 
steadfastly declined to introduce the pub- 
licity bill. 

But the Republicans saw to. it that the 
measure was weakened. They voted that 
publication of contributions should take place 
after election instead of before. The house 
bill provided for publication in advance of 
election, as well as complete final publica- 
tion after the campaign. 

The Democratic members preferred that 
advance publication should be given, but 
yielded when the Republicans insisted. The 
latter claimed their detion accorded with 
the wishes of both President Taft and for- 
mer President Roosevelt, who, they said. be- 
Heved that publication during the campaign 
would obscure the issues and divert the vot- 
ers. 

Their argument was that advance publica- 
tion would reveal political strategy. Bach 
party, publishing in advance the localities 
where its heaviest expenditures were made, 
would reveal its plane to the other and make 
it possible for the latter to makea hard finish 
fight in the same districts.

Governor Decides Armour Is Not Fugi- 
tive from Justice—Ruling Applies to 
Swift and Morris. 


Trenton, N. J., May 7.-—[8Special.}—Decid- 
ing that J. Ogden Armour, the Chicago 
packer, is not a fugitive from justice, Gov. 
Fort announced today His refusa) to Issue a 
requisition upon the governor of lilinois for 
his extradition to answer the indictment 
found against him by the Hudson county 
grand jury. 

As agreed at the hearing in which Prose- 
cutor Pierre P. Garven urged the granting 
of the requisition, the decision in the Armour 
case wil] control the applications for requisi- 
tions for Lewis F. Swift and ndward horris, 
two of the other indicted packers. 

The packers were under indictment in 
Hudson county on a charge of conspiracy to | 
unlawfully enhance the cost of meat through 
the creation of an artificial scarcity. 

Gov. Fort In refusing to grant the requisi- 
tion gave out a long opinion. The governor 
points out that in order for extradition papers 
to be asked for it was necessary that the 
person whose extradition was desired be a 
fugitive from justice and, further, thatit was 
essential that the accused person was in fact 
in the state of New Jersey at the time of the 
commission of the alleged offense.

DENIES NEW SAYLER TRIAL;

Judge Dibell at Watseka, Ill., Intimates

Days must elapse before the real situa- 
tion can be determined.

Foreign help is 
needed badly/ and must be prompt if good 
is to come of it. Thousands are homeless 
and without food. Fires that followed the 
destruction of the town added to the horror 
of the situation, and heavy rains that have 
fallen since have made the conditions almost 
unbearable.

Louisville Youth Sentenced in Indiana 
for Murderous Single Handed Raid on 
New Albany Financial Institution. 


Corydon, Ind., May 7.—Thomas Jefferson 
Hoal, the boy bandit, was found gulity of 
murdeg today’ and sentenced to life impris- 
onment, 

Hoal is a 17 year old Louisville boy, who 
last November executed a single handed at- 
tack on the Merchants’ Nationa! bank of New 
Albany, Ind., with the motive of robbery.

(reation of Its Own Navy by 
‘Parliament Looked Upon as 
Beginning of New Era, 
AVERT U. 8. TARIFF WAR. 


fies with France Cemented by 
Treaty and Better Feeling 
with Germany. 


Ottawa, Ont., May 7.—(Special.]—The sea- 
gion of the Canadian parliament just closed 
gill go down in the political history of the 
gominion as one of the greatest importance. 
it represents a record of legislative achieve- 
ment involving big and broad issues affecting 
the moral, economic, and social welfare of 
the people, and possessing a significance tn- 
gicative of Canada’s increasing power as a 
gelf-governed nation within the empire. 

tt will be recalled as the session which 
gave birth to the Canadian navy and marked 
the beginning of a new epoch in the history 
ef the dominion, which crowned the remark- 


able record of progress of the first decade of 
Canada’s century with a phenomenal year of 
commercial prosperity, and which presaged 
the beginning of better trade relations with 
Canada's big cousin to the south. 

Not since the confederation has parliament 
been confronted with an issue more momen- 
tous and far reaching than that raised by the 
problem of Canada’s relations to the empire 
in the matter of defense. 

How parliament proposed to face the issue 
ef helping to lift from the shoulders of the 
weary Pitan across the Atlantic some of the 
burden of imperial defense is @ story which 
made its beginning in March of last year 
when the house of commons unanimously 
passed @ resolution pledging the dominion to 
the speedy creation of a Canadian navy in co- 
operation with the imperial navy. 


Plan Policy for New Navy. 

When the house met in November it was 
generally understood that as the result of the 
fmperial conference on defense in London 
which had been attended by Sir Frederick 
Borden and the Hon. L. P. Brodeur, the gov- 
ermment’s policy, in strict harmony with the 
resolutions of March, was to create the pu- 
deus of a navy which always would be cqn- 
trolled by the parliament of Canada. That 
giso had been the policy of the opposition up

HE present George becomes the fifth 
royal George in English history, the 
five being embraced in a period of a 

little less than 200 years.

George suc- 
céeded to the electorate in 1698 and obtained 
a divorce from his wife, whom he placed tn 
prison, where she remained until her death itn 
1727. His mother was the daughter of the 
king of Bavaria and the granddaughter of 
James I. of England, and the death of the 
duke of Gloucester in 1700 brought the Han- 
over line to the front for the English throne. 
On the death of Queen Anne, the succes 
sion fell to George, who came over to found 
the Hanoverian dynasty in England, followed 
by his mistresses, whose rapacity led to 
much corruption. The king’s reign early 
was embittered by parliamentary squabbles 
and the first Jacobite rising. His harsh 
treatment of his son, afterward George II., 
also resulted in an opposition party. There 
were several insurrectionary plots, which 

were put down with difficulty. 

The king’s indolence, ignorance, and con- 
tempt for his new subjects did not help to

Derived from Koran, It Ignores the 
Changes in 1200 Years.

So few persons are aware that the word 
“capitulation " possesses another meaning 
than that of surrender in.time of war that 
it may be of interest to explain just what is 
meant by the announcement that the Turk- 
ish government recently has approached 
Preaident Taft and the state department 
with a view to the abrogation of the 
* capitulations’”’ within the borders of the 
Ottoman empire. 

In this rticular instance the word 
“capitulation’’ stands for a treaty. In 
olden days agreements of this kind always 
were drawn up in Latin, and/ the various 
clauses and articles thereof were prefaced 
with the Latin word “ capitula,’’ which may 
be said to have stood for “ headings.”’ In 
course of time the treaties themselves grew 
to be described as capitula, and then as 
capitulations, and we find the treaty of mar- 
riage between Dom Pedro of Portugal and 
Princess Marie of Savoy described as a 
capitulation, and also those conventions of 
the Helvetian republic with the Nether- 
lands, Spain, Naples. France, and the papal 
states for the employment of Swiss troops, 
especially bodyguards, by the rulers of these 
countries. 


a ae 

Finally, capitulation was the word em- 
ployed to designate the treaties by means 
of which the Turkish sultans and other 
monarchs of the Levant and of the still more 
remote orient undertook to grant to for- 
eigners in their dominions certain ex-ter- 
ritorial privileges in the form of a more or 
less extensive immunity from the jurisdic- 
tion of local tribunals and the right of trial 
by their own diplomatic and consular repre- 
sentatives. 

This prerogative already was enjoyed by 
foreigners at Constantinople under the 
reign of the Byzantine emperors, and when 
the Turks captured Stamboul, converted the 
superb Christian basilica of St. Sophia into 
@ morque, and established their rule on the 
shores of the Bosporus they consented to a 
continuation of the capitulations. 

It must be confessed that these capitula- 
tione were more honored in the breach 
than in the observance Guring the six- 
teenth, seventeenth, and eighteenth cen- 
turies. For they did not prevent the 
Turks from subjecting foreigners, espe- 
cially Christians, to all sorts of indig- 
nities, even the envoys at Constantinople 
being the objects-of much contumely. When 
one recalls that the slave,marts of Stam- 
boul, of Tripoli, of Alexandria, of Tunis, and 
Tangier were recruited mainly through 
mosiem corsair raids along the coasts of 
Italy southern France, and Spain, and that 
the dey of Algiers actually converted a 
foreign consul who had espoused the cause 
of one of his countrymen into @ projectile 
for the big gun he fired by way of defiance 
at the consul’s warships that lay in the 
offing, it cannot be said that the capitula-

The great powers of the world, after sey- 
eral years of negotiation, finally consented 
to the abolition of the capitulations in Japan 
and brought the foreigners there within the 
jurisdiction of the native tribunals in 1899 
because the mikado'’s government had 
adopted a civil and criminal code of the 
most progressive and enlightened character 
and which, elaborated by a commission of 
the ablest Japanese and foreign jurists, had 
received the approval of the great powers, 
who likewise had assured themselves of the 
reliable character of the judiciary and of 
the thoroughly up to date police and prison 
systems. It is only fair to state that dur- 
ing the eleven years which have elapsed 
since then the foreign powers never have 
| had the slightest occasion to regret their 
consent to the abrogation of the capitulations 
in the dominions ofthe mikado. 

There are no such reasons, however, for 
making any concession of the kind to the 
sublime porte. and it is to be hoped that 
the United States government will return a 
negative response to the request it has re- 
ceived from Stamboul. True, the Ottoman 
sultan intimates that compliance on the part 
of the authorities at Washington would be 
followed by advantages in Turkey to Amer- 
ican financial, commercial, and mandfactur- 
ing interests. But Mahomet V. is presuma- 
bly holding out similar inducements, with 
a similar object in view, to the other great 
powers, and, if so, where does the advan- 
tage of the United Btates over the other 
nations come in? 

Moreover, committed ag is the porte to all 
sorts of costly reforms, entailing the ex- 
penditure of immense sums of money, it 
naturally follows that it will be driven ere 
long to impose far heavier duties on foreign 
interests in Turkey than those which now 
exist. since native sources of revenue are 
virtually exhausted by the overwhelming 
present burden of taxation.

American traders, too, will be in a posi- 
tion to push their business with a far great- 
er degree of security and prestige if known 
to be under the protection of their own gov- 
ernment than if left to the mercies of the 
Ottoman authorities. Turks entertain con- 
siderable respect for the foreigner whose 
person and interests are safeguarded by 
his own government and who may be re- 
garded as enjoying its backing, whereas they 
have nothing but contempt for the foreigner 
who has submitted to the rule of the sultan. 
There are thousands of Greeks who have 
transferred their allegiance from their na- 
tive land to the porte in the vain idea of 
facilitating thereby their financial and com- 
mercial operations. There are probably 
twice ag many Greeks in Constantinople as 
there are at Athens. Yet they are subjected 
to all sorts of persecutions, annoyances, and 
indignities on the part of the authorities.

Sicilians to America has saved the people of 

the island from famine, murder, @nd revo- 

lution. I have been told this at least a dozen 
times by as many men. I was toid this in 

Palermo, in Licata, in Trapani, in Castetvet- 

rano, in Menfi, and now in Sciacca. ‘The tact 

that this remark has been made s0 often 
and by men of such different station is sig- 
nificant. 

I realize more and more that Sicilians, es- 
pecially those who earn @ living in one way 
or another through emigration, are aware of 
the prejudice which exists in the United 
States against Sicilians. Often the emigrants 
themselves feel it. Many have taken pains 
to assure me that they were weil treated 
in the United States. One or two, kicking 
over the traces, have said that they were 
treated like dogs. The knowledge of strong

1 reel 
that it is only fair to insist on this, for among 
the twenty or more men with whom I have 
talked who have to do with emigration, I 
think that as a rule they desire to be frank 
and to tell the truth. They know that ital- 
lans, especially from the south of italy, 
have given some of our large cities enormous 
trouble. It is only natural for them to say 
that the diminution of crime is due to a 
change in the local moral atmosphere rather 
than to the fact that the criminais them- 
selves have departed. 

Crime, like population, in spite of emigra- 
tion, does not diminish materially in Sicily. 
Certain towns do showa falling off in num- 
bers. Certain towns have improved as re- 
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She Likes Sciacca Best. 

I talked with a woman living in one room 
so damp and malodorous that a Chicago man 
would refuse to stable his horseinit. “ Why 
éo you come back?” Because she likes Sciac- 
ca and her husband now has enough to live 
on. After six years on Elizabeth street this 
family prefers to spend its days at home. 
To them New York means nothing more 
thah a place where they got a start in life. 

In a coffee house I met an assistant engi- 
neer who is now working on a new railroad. 
He says he earned $3.75 a day as master me- 
chanic in Jersey City. Why did he come 
back? Before the Italians and Poles came, 
master mechanics were receiving §5 a day. 
When the Italians and Poles began to work 
for less, American labor made trouble, and 
he decided he preferred the quieter life of 
Sciacca. Here he earne $30 a month. That 
is enough to live on and he is quite satisfied. 

A bootblack who spent several years ‘n 
New York came home to be a soldier. He 
was refused admission to the army, physi- 
cally unfit.

gards the amount of crime. Emigration has 
not only brought into the country large sums 
of money but it has relieved the pressure 
and made life more tolerable for those who 
remain. Wages have’ increased, peasants 
are no longer abjectly at the mercy of land- 
lords. 

I shudder to think what Sciacca must have 
been twenty years ago! With three agents 
who at the same time act as forwarders of 
local products to the United States, and who 
impress me as fair minded, honest men, I 
made a careful inspection of the poorest 
regions of Sciacca. it is hard to imagine 
how conditions might have been worse. Yet 
we not only have their own word for it, but 
the abundant evidence of those who in the 
past have studied social conditions. 


Conditions a Century Ago. 

In 1813 an Englishman, writing from Sicily, 
said that *‘ the power of the barons over their 
tenants is incredible.’’” He describes the 
utter inability of the peasants to get justice 
in the civil courts. It might be a month be- 
fore a peasant could get a hearing. Should 
e landlord lodge a complaint against a peas- 
ant, the peasant wes at once thrown into jail. 
Months might elapse before his trial. The 
condition of the prisons in Sicily was no- 
torious. 

What was true of Sicily was true of south- 
ern Italy. Gladstone. writing in 1850, de- 
scribing conditions under the Bourbon, Fer- 
dinand Ii., characterized the practices of the 
government as “outrages upon religion, 
upon civilization, upon decency, and upon 
bumanity. It is a wholesale perseucution of 
virtue. It is the perfect prostitution of the 
judicial office, the negation of God erected 
into government. It is time that the veil 
should be lifted from a scene fitter for hell 
than for earth.”’ 

In spite of United Italy, the peasantry 
of Sicily decayed unt!! they began to escape 
The Mafia, Black Hand, omeratA, crime, 
poverty, degeneracy, wanton and malicious 
destruction of property, brigandage, dis- 
ease; all these things have an historic set- 
ting in Sicily. With thie setting in front 
of us, it is easy to account for its ille and 
more than difficult tocondemn. Sciacca com- 
pels pity rather than condemnation. acca 
and Menfi remind me of towns of India father 
than. other cities which I know in Europe. 
Here, as there, poverty, and disease and 
slime huddle at the base of the ruined pal- 
aces, against the wal] of a \nonastery or on 
the steps of a church. 

It is pleasant neither for you nor for me 
to dwell on the unloveliness of this city. 
What we really want to know and what is of 
vital importance for the future of the United 
States is whether among us tendencies are 
at work which will reproduce conditions ex- 
isting here today.. However great our emo- 
tion may be aroused, we are bound, In justice 
to ourselves and the future generations of 
Americans, to consider this question. 


Blame on System, Not on People, 

The Italian probably occupies the lowest 
rank in the scale of white society in the Unit- 
ed States. His own government, loeal, de- 

mental, and natione!l, is thoroughly bad 
in spote and its whole system ig vicious. This 
fact is due to a sequence of events beginning 
hundreds if not thousands of years ago. 
There are excellent traite of character in the 
Sicilian; traits which compel admiration. It 
is the system which is diseased, As I.have 
watched the long lines of emigrants offering 
themselves to our medical examiner I kept 
asking myself, what have they of value for 
us? We have a right to ask this question. 
We did it in the case of the Chinese; we dia it 
with the Japanese. I believe either the Cni- 
nese or Japanese far superior to the Sicilians 
I have seen entering ships destined for New 
York. Physically they are vastly superior, 
and I believe them to be superior mentally 
and morally. 

The difficulties of assimilation of Sicilians 
are great. One of these difficulties js our 
own attitude toward them. By the great ma- 
jority of Americans they have never been 
welcomed. There must be 4 reason for this. 
The nafve and unconscious attitude of the 
United States has always been that of a 
generous welcome to aliens of whatsoever 
color, speech, or Culture. When we put up 
the bare of exchueion it has not been do 
hastily or without what seemed to us due 


reason. ; 

Yet here in Sciacca I feel that to withdraw 
from this people the privilege of from 
a local inferno to what they call paradise in 
little Italy of New York or elsewhere in our 
big cities is to deny them an opportunity. 
which you or I. under similar conditions, 
would resent as unchbristian and inhuman. 

Privileges Denied to All, 

et privileges comparable to denial of the 
tight of entrance to the United States to gi- 
cilians are withheld from you and me every 
day of our lives. Unless we happen to be of 
that small class especially favored by chance 
or pull, we advance in society, ‘in profession, 
in business, in accordance with\our right, 
demonstrated by proof, toadvanc:. Our own 
acts determine the rank or position in our 
own society, economic a8 well as social.

We have saved Sciacca from hunger, mur- 
der, and revolution. Will the men of Sciacca 
save New York, Brooklyn, Boston, or Chi- 
cago from the tendencies which make for 
famine, murder, and- revolution?

y. S. FIXES PULP PAPER DUTY. 


Follows Regulation Adopted by Quebec 
on Exportation of Raw 
Material. 


Washington, D. C., May 7.—Following the 
regulation recently adopted in Quebec for- 
bidding the exportation of pulpwood from 
crown lands, the treasury department has 
given instructions to collectors of customs on 
the Canadian border assessing duty on wood 
pulp and printing paper produced from pulp- 
wood cut on such lands after May 1 as pro- 
vided in the tariffact. These rates are as fol- 
lows: ‘ 

On mechanically ground wood pulp, 1-12 
cent per pound, dry weight. 

On chemical wood pulp, unbleached, 1-6 
cent per pound, dry weight; bleached, % cent 
per pound, dry weight. 

On printing paper, the regular rates, and 
in addition thereto the additiona) duty of 
1-10 cent per pound when valued at 3 cents 
per pound or less.

Respect to Edward. 


[NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LBADER.] 

NEW YORK, May 7.—[Speciak }~The cios- 
ing of the stock exchange today at, 11 o'clock 
@s an expression of respect by financial) New 
York te the memory of King Edward com- 
pressed into one hour of business a volume 
of transactions of conflicting character, but 
the movement of prices nevertheless was 
definitely strong with the closing substaa- 
tially above the level of Friday night. 

The London market did not open for the 
day, and Wall street was therefore without 
any definite clew regarding the fashion ia 
which the. death of the king may be inter- 
preted in the English financial circles, so far 
as that interpretation may be disclosed 
through securities’ movements. 

Cablegrams passed between the larger 
banking houses here and their Londor cor- 
respondents and friends which induced the 
belief that while some further unsettlement 
may follow the reopening of the London 
stock exchange and may mark the English 
financial situation, it will be neither serious 
nor long continued. 


Complications Are Political. 

The complications involved in the king’s 
demise are primarily of a political kind, so 
much so that they seem susceptible of settle- 
ment without disturbing the course of finance 
or business in the larger sense. Experience 
tends to show that at a moment like the 
present in England personal disputes and 
contentions of parties are subordinated, and 
not infrequently the acquisition of power 
and the consequent realization of obiNgations 
on the part of a new ruler and his advisers 
has had a sobering influence, ultimately de- 
veloping into a perfect guarantee of peace 
and order. 

Perhaps it is not too much to expect some- 
thing of this kind in the present case, but in 
any event it is a matter of solid satisfaction 
that financial England is in a position to 
meet without trouble any unexpected shock 
from whatever source. 

Other developments of the day were over- 
shadowed by the news of the king’s death 
and were unimportant. Some increase in the 
number of idle cars was noted in the fort- 
nightly statistics of the car association, but 
the increase appears to have been due again 
to the small demand for coal cars. 

Grain markets were strong, prices in Chi- 
cago rising shaply in connection with con- 
tinued speculation on the part of the group 
which so long has been in control of that 
market. 

Increase in Kaserves. 

Although the gain in cash reported by the 
banks in their clearing house statement was 
considerably less than that foreshadowed in 
the preliminary estimates of the currency 
movement of the week, it nevertheless was 
considerable, amounting to $4,470,000, and to- 
gether with a large contraction in loans, the 
actual decrease being $22,386,000 and other 
changes, led to an increase of $8,457,000 in 
reserves. > 

Surplus is thus brought back t satisfactory 
proportions, and the effects of the recent 
heavy gold exports almost completely over- 
come. Exchange rates were only moderate- 
ly firm.

Now that Mr. Sothern is about to depart, after giving to Chicago—with the aid 
of Miss Merlowe—an Enjoyable fortnight of Shakspearean performances, it may not 
be amiss for the dramatic editor of THe Trisune to disavow to him an unkind 
suspicion entertained and discussed by members of his business entourage. These 
Oficiale—no doubt with great sincerity—caused it to be rumored that our failure to 
war enthusiastic over Mr. Sothern’s impersonation of one or two of his roles was due 
not to an honest belief in his inefficiency but to a personal prejudice which rendered 
us blind to the beauties of his art. They became so obsessed with this suspicion that 
it was planned to forbid our attendance at the subsequent performances--a plan which, 
fortunately for us, was not carried to completion. Perbape Mr. Sothern until now 
has known nothing of these absurd notions, and he will, we hope, be) much dis- 
treméd at their existence. He is, of course, too broad an artist to resent criticism, 
however faulty, when its integrity is obvious. In case, however, that. suspicion’s 
ready tongue hath influenced him, we ask him to believe that we are not personally 
prejudiced against him; that, while a few of his interpretations do not make us as 
happy as we like to be made in the Shakspearean theater, and while an austere reper- 
torial conscience renders it necessary for us to say $0 at times, we posses¢ the utmost 
respect and admiration for him as a man. In a somewhat extended connection with 
the stage we have found it to be a good general rule—with emphasis upon the quali- 
fying adjective “ general ”’—that the way to maintain one’s respect and admiration 
for actors is to know them not. We do not possess the honor of Mr. Sothern’s 
Stquaintance, and, so, it is not possible that we should have any reasop to dislike him 
a person, And even if we had, we beg of him to be quite sure that such dis- 
fection would in no way interfere with the honest statement of our opinion of his 
amt.

In the dual meet on the* coast between 
Stanford and California the former won 
after one of the closest contests ever held 
between the great rivals by a score of 62 2-5 
points to 55 3-5. The result was in doubt 
until Capt. Scott of Stanford.swung the bal- 
ance with a record vault of t2 feet #%% inches: 

s. FE. (Prep.) Henry, a former Illinois track 
star, who acted as clerk of the course in 
the dual meet between Stanford and Cali- 
fornia, in a letter gave out information 
about the positive entries from the far west 
universities in the conference. 

Henry Tells of Marks. 

‘Some of the best men who will come east 
for the banner event of the western college 
outdoor track season,” says Henry, “are 
Bdwards of California, who has a mark of 
‘15 2-5 for the 120 yard high hurdles and 
:25 for the 220 yard low berriers. Johns, 
also of California, can run the high hurdles 
consistently in :15 4-5, while his best event 
is the 220 yard low, which he can negotiate 
in :24 4-5. 

“Coleman of Stanford ts the best dash 
man. He is good for :10 1-5, and won this 
event in easy fashion in the dual meet. He 
is better over the 220 yard dash, and can 
cover the furlong in :22. Wyman and Cole- 
man of Stanford are the best quarter milers, 
both being able to do better than :61. Dowd 
of California is a half miler of the 2:00 clags, 
and won his race in the dual meet in 2:01. 

‘Tn, the distance events Saxon of California 
is about the best. He won the mile in the 
dual meeting in the fast time of 4:33. and is 
credited with a mark of 4:30. Newman of 
Stanford is good for 9:50 for the two mile, | 
while there are several others who have 
negotiated the distance under 10:00. 

Record Breaker Is Ineligible. 

“Capt. Scott, who established a new Amer- 
ican college pole vaulting record, and re- 
cently broke all existing marks for the event 
with a vault of 12 feet 10 3-16 inches, is a 
fourth year man 4nd not eligible for the con. 
ference meet. Bellah of Stanford is good 
for 11 feet 10 inches, and is a sure contestant 
in this event at Champaign. Dole of Stan- 
ford is about the best shot putter eligible 
for the meet. He can consistently throw the 
lead ball over 48\feet. Ready of California 
has a mark of 146 feet in the hammer, while 
Hill of California is a high Jumper of the 6 
feet class. Kretsinger of California won the 
broad jump in the dual meet with a leap 
of 22 feet 10% inches.” 

These marks compare favorably with any 
made by representatives of the various col- 
leges in the west, and if the coast perform- 
ers can duplicate this work on June 4 they 
will come pretty close to taking a majority 
of the gold medals: .-

Payments Begin in April. 

Sut the facts are that payments begin in 
April for the August race, one of $20 being 
sent when the entry is made, another $30 
May 16 (when no idea whether the horse 
will be fit to start can ve had), a third gne of 
$75 June 16, and a fourth one of $1256 on 
July 25, fifteen days before the meeting 
begins—which allows plenty of time for any 
horse to epring a curb, develop any of the 
other myriad forms of lameness, catch cold, 
or be banged up on the cars while en tour.

Great Power on Offense, 

Coy was @ veritable demon in advancing 
the ball, whether he was called upon to buck 
the line, dash off the tackles, or run the 
ende. With his great weight carried with 
the speed of a eprinter, he would dodge and 
worm his way through opposing lines for 
the nécessary distance. Proficient with the 
stiff? arm and the use of the knees in break- 
ing tackles, he seldom failed to gain when 
called upon to gain ground. In the inter- 
ference he equally was valuable, being one of 
those football rarities who when he once hit 
@ tackler put that man out of the play. 
When interfering for a player in the. open, 
Coy never hesitated to leave his feet to bow! 
over @ tackler when that ‘man was the only 
opponent between Yale and a touchdown. 

Coy undoubtedly was one of the best all 
round kickérs the game ever has seen. To 
the ordinary spectator in the grand stand 
punts ail look alike. How few of them there 
are who will give credit to a kicker who 
places the bal) in such a manner that the 
catchers have hard work In getting to it, at 
the same time allowing his own ends plenty 
of opportunities to get down under the kick 
and prevent the catcher from running back 
the ball. Against the wind Coy always drove 
the ball low and hard, away from the de- 
fensive backs, and when he had the wind 
in hig favor he never failed to boot the ova! 
high above the stands where the air currents 
could help its flight. 


Work Remedies Only Weakness. 

Although never considered a fieki goal 
kicker of great ability In his early footbail 
days at Yale, Coy was wise enough to know 
that such a faculty would help his playing 
immeasurably. Consequently he would get 
out on the gridiron before the call to hafd 
practice was issued and spend hours in an 
endeavor to perfect himself in this depart- 
ment. He never cared much for the place 
kick, but contented himself on mastering 
the fine points or the knack of drop kicking. 

What this meant to Yale in later days is 
vindicated by football history. He was 
deadly in shooting for goals at any distance 
under the fifty yard mark, and wheneyer his 
team was in doubt of making its distance 
the reliable Coy was called into service for 
either a try at the goal or to punt the oval 
out of danger. 

In onside kicking Coy was as good as any 
of them, and the manner in which he manipu- 
lated this delicate play, allowing the backs 
time to cover the attempts, was oné of the 
prettiest plays in Yale's category. In nego- 
tlating the forward pass Coy equally was 
proficient. He timed his throws in perfec: 
style, and in the majority of cases his pegs 
were executed accurately. 


Defensive Play Strong Point. 

Great as was his offensive playing, Coys 
defensive work was even more effective. 
Playing behind the line on defense he had 
the faculty of sizing up plays with surpris- 
iing exactness, and the way in which he di- 
rected the Eli defense to meet such attacks 
was one of the spectacles of football, In 
such a defensive position he was absolutely 
fearless, never hesitating to dive into a mass 
or leave his feet for a runner who was at.

Already prac- 
tically all the societies of mutual aid are 
united in two great national bodies—the 
National Fraternal congress at.d the Asso- 
Clated Fraternities of America. Together 
they represent 7,500,000 men and women, a 
large proportion of the aduit citizens of the 
United States. So far they have been large- 
ly occupied in attempting to put the financial 
affairs of their allied bodies on a safe and 
conservative basis, and there is yet more 
work to be done along that line,

Solution of Social Problems. 

But already forces have been puj to work 
whith former President Roosevelt has de- 
clared will go far towards solving many of 
the great social and industrial] problems of 
the day. The Masons, the Knights of 
Pythias, and several other orders have stand- 
ing committees on fraternal education and 
an effort is now being made to organize « 
National Fraternal Education association, 
which will represent all the societies in efforts

Already, of course, the Masons and the 
Oddfellows have lodges with a total member- 
ship of several millions, which practically 
cover the civilized world, and there are many 
less well known fraternities which have 
members In many @ifferent countries.

The Ancient Order of Druids and 
the Independent Order of Rechabites—the 
latter with a strength of 500,000 members— 
tle the United States and England together 
in fraternal bonds. Few of the larger so- 
cieties pay any attention to the boundary 
line between the United States and Canada.

That some of the indicted officials are guilty 
and belong to some of Gur fraternal orders 
it would be foolish to deny. The question 
presented to all fraternal orders today is: 
* What are you going todoabouti#t? if they 
are to pose as moral forces in the worid, 
sbould they not unite in helping to rid society 
of grafters and common thieves?’ 

That is a quotation from a speech deliv- 
ered before a lodge in Chicago, which has 
since been printed in pamphiet form and 
widely circulated throughout the fraternal 
world. -It has been backed and supplemented 
by articies in fraternal papers, of which 
there are scores. That the moral influence 
of the mutual aid societies has already been 
felt in the selection of decent and honorable 
candidates for public office is a matter of 
record. That this influence will be more and 
more widely exerted is certain. 

The relation of the fraternal orders to the 
church is a somewhat @elicate question. 
Many critics see in the recent tremendous 
growths of these societies the real explana- 
tion of the falling off in ehurch membership 
and attendance—especially among men—of 
which the Protestant churehes, at least, so 
commonly complain. Some churchmes urge 
with vehemence that the church must itself 
adopt the fraterna] system of organjzation. 
They declare that it must be made to Milla 
larger mission of helpfulness to man and 
that. only by organizing a great, universal 
Christian brotherhood—which shall add the 
lodge arid the benefit order to the church—can 
Christianity hope to regain its old authority.

Foresight of One Church. 


With its customary farsightedness the Ro- 
man Catholic church has from the beginning 
kept its membership within the great Romaz 
Catholic fraternities, of which many priests, 
bishops, and archbishops are members. In- 
stead of serving in any way to take the piece 
of the church, these orders enforce among 
their members all the rites and obligations 
of the religion to which they owe allegiance. 

In another direction the fraternal orders 
have exerted a tremendous influence which 
has been, so far as observation goes, little 
reckoned with or even recdgnized. In all the 
progress of the human race the advance of 
woman during the last fifty years has been, 
perhaps, the most significant and striking 
feature. And in widening the activities of 
woman, in giving her a broader horizon and 
a wider field of effort) the great societies of 
mutual aid have done, perbaps, more thas 
any other single factor. 

Almost from the beginning a majority of 
the fratermal orders have given women an 
equa! place with men in their membership.

Proof of Woman's Ability 

What, for instance, could do more to de- 
velop feminine ability in a business way than 
to organize and manage the great Ladies’ 
Catholic Benevolent association, with its 
membership of 100,000 women and assets of 
$1,500,000? This association has more than 
a thousand lodges scattered over the United 
States and Canada; each year it pays nearly 
@ million dollars in benefits of various kinds, 
and it boasts that it “is not an 80- 
ciety. It is composed of and en- 
tirely by women.” 

When the great credit due is given to the 
women’s clubs of the country, which in a more 
or lese dilettante way- have spent much time 
and effort in acquiring culture and, inci- 
Gentally, experience in parliamentary prac- 
tice and business forms, why should not the 
vastly greater claims of the feminine fra- 
ternal orders be acknowledged? 

As if to emphasize the swiftness with which ° 
woman has advanced in fraternal matters, 
there is at least one soclety—the W 
circle—officered and managed enti by 
women, which admits men as well to its mem- 
bership. ‘Incidentally it stands ready to 
erect a hundred dollar monument over the 
grave of every one of its masculine members 
who keeps his dues paid up and is faithful in 
his attendance at lodge.

Justice to Be Held Inviolable. 

In discussing the fraternal organ 
and their influence it should always be re 
membered that their members are taught 
never to interfere with justice but rather to 
see to it that justice is done between men. 
As among members they are pledged to ex- 
ert themselves always for the relief and 
protection of those wearing the same badge, 
but there is no secret obligation to help the 
ambitious in a business or political way. As 
one prominent in fraternal work puts it: 

The principles of fraternalism existed be- 
fore any of the orders existed. The principles 
are not secret; they are'sacred. And it is 
the duty of every member to help the rest 
of the world extend these principles into the 
shop, the office, legisiative halis, the forum 
of justice, and into every position of piace 
and power.”

Courses in University by Mail. 


By ALBERT SABATH. 


T the University of Chicago hundreds 
of students who have been compelied 
to leave because of financial or other 
reasons take up the remaining work 
by correspondence, and so earn their 

degrees. Over 10,000 students have taken 
work from the university correspondence bu- 
reau since its foundation, and many have 
been enabled to complete work for degrees 
in this fashion. 

The most recent case is that of a man in 
Gouth Bend, Ind., who is now teaching high 
schoo! in that city. He was compelled to 
jeave the university about a year ago with 
but four credits less than that required to 
get his degree of bachelor. He was not sst- 
ised to go on teaching, but had to do so 
because of financial need. His next step 
was to register for the four courses with the 
correspondence bureau. He completed the 
course, and when it came for the time to take 
the examinations which are a necessity in- 
order to give credit he wrote that he would 
be unable to come, but would like to take 
them at South Bend. The vniversity there- 
fore sent the questions for the examination 
to the superintendent of schools of South 


untversity in charge of the course. 

Thus this teacher was enabled to get his 
degree, although he was not abie to complete 
his work while at the university. And there 


the same time that they are teaching and 
on their other duties.

IME was, and not so long ago, either, when 
the much scoffed at suffragist and the 
representative American society womén 
would have been considered as at the 
furthermost pole from each other, when, 
to be.a suffragist, was to be slandered by 
people you did not know and to be gener- 

ally abused and misunderstood. 
But times have changed since the sturdy Susan B. 
Anthony, Elizabeth Cady Stanton, and the other suf- 
frage champions of those yesterdays took up the hard, 


- grinding, uphill fight against popular opinion. Today 
_» there is no profession or calling to which the suf- 
* ftragist cannot point and with pardonable pride name 
Scores of co-workers in its ranks. Further than that, 


the sudden blossoming of society women into suffrage 
has made the question of clothes play an important part 
fn the contest.

The woman suffragist of today demands that the 
Women who are put forward to represent their cause 
shall present a good appearance.

She 
must be able to speak so as to be heard in a large public 
building, she must have a working knowledge of par- 
Hamentary law, and if the big international meetings 
continue within a few years she will have to speak 
and understand at least two foreign languages. All the 
Women who are at the head of this great woman's or- 
fanization for suffrage must be democratic in manners 
Gnyway and generally in reality. Snobbery cannot pos- 
sibly exist in an organization which takes in great num- 
bers of women of all classes. 

It has not been easy for the American women to learn 
to make public speeches, She is usually shy when 
ealled upon to preside at a meeting, and the thought of 
standing before an audience gives her stage fright and 
Prevents her from taking up the great political and 
industrial causes which are a part of the English wom- 
&n’s daily routine. During the last few years, however, 
our Women have gained courage and have come forward 
with self-composure and sometimes with @ thoroughly 
convincing air to deliver addresses which even an old 
Campaigner might be proud to make. 

It all goes to prove that the women of today ate de- 
termined and united in their effort to get the ballot, 
and that the woman who opposes suffrage is simply 
Sdvertising to the world that she is a woman who

Each lamp will disinfect thorough- 
ly five hundred cubic feet, so a room fifteen 
by twenty, and ten feet high—three thousand 
cubic feet—would demand the use of six 
lamps. Economy in the number of lamps 
must be paid for by decreased efficiency in 
germicidal powder.

During the burning of the lamps, the room 
should be sealed tightly. Attheend of afew

Proper Care of Table Linen.

The housewife who leaves to an overworked 
maid of all work the care of her table linen 
need not wonder if her best linen is ruined 
goon.

each fold appear on the right side; there must 
be no cross folds, however, nor are these 
necessary if a cloth is well ironed and aired, 
since it may be laid lightly away in the 
drawer and carefully smoothed out by hand 
when it is laid on the table. Several cloths 
may be stored, perfectly in small space by 
hanging a wooden curtain pole against the 
wall of the linen closet, throwing the cloths 
over this pole, one over the other. 

It is unwise to put away a piece of stained 
linen until the general wash day, which is 
always a difficult day in any household, and 
then try to remove it. @ 

The average servant. when anything is 
spilled on a tablecloth, usually removes ii 
from the table and thrusts it into a bag or 
hamper, still damp, along with the rest of 
the soiled clothes of a household. 

Long before wash day arrives whole fam!i- 


finally, when the linen is removed from the 
basket to be laundered. there is a greenish 
spot which can be removed only by the use 
of a strong bleaching agent which surely 
injures the fabric. although the injury may 
not be apparent at once. This is the case 
even if clean water has been spilied on the 
cloth} in the case of tea or coffee, wind, or 
fruit juice, if put into the hamper without 
firet removing the stain and drying the cloth, 
not only is mildew apt to appear but the 
stain becomes set in fabric so that it is 
well nigh impossible ever to remove abi trace 
of it without using an alka so strong thet 
the fabric is weakened perceptibly. » 
Instead of first treating the mildew, after 
it has been allowed to form, the average 
servant puts the cloth to soak in strong 
sokpy ‘water—perhaps hot water—along with 
the rest of the sotied linen, and the last state 
of this tablecloth when it finally emerges 
from the laundry ie worse than the Grst.

How to Make the WeddingCake. 


By ELLEN DOUGLAS < 


The wedding cake of today is the same 
rich, indigestible compound that prevailed 
aé far back as colonia! days. Even today the 
bride prefers to have a hand in the mixing of 
her cake, though it is baked at the baker's. 

Where one wishes to make the cake at 
home. but has only a gas stove for the bak- 
ing, mix the cake in the usual way, then 
steam it like plum pudding for three hours, 
finishing by an hour’s baking in the regular 
oven with only one burner turned on. It is 
better mixed one dey and baked the next, and 
should always be baked a week or longer 
before the wedding day. 

Here is an excellent rule that can be relied 
upon. The fruit should be prepared the day 
before making the cake. Cream together one 
pound of unsalted butter and a pound of 
sugat. Sift together a pound pastry flour 
and a teaspoonful each cloves, cinnamon, 
mace, and nutmeg, aua a saitspoonful of salt 
and set near the fire, where the flour will be 
thoroughly dry. For the fruit bave ready 
four pounds of seeded raisins, quartered and 
dredged with flour, three pounds of currants 
or their equivaient in dates, figs or prunes 
soaked and slightly cooked, then chopped, a 
pound of citron shaved as fine as possible, 
one-half pound of ground almonds and @ 
half pound each of candied lemon and orange 
peels shredded. 

For the moisture have measured out one 
cupful of confectioner’s molasses, two-thirds 
of a cupful rich fruit sirup from preserved 
strawberries, peachers, plums, or cherries, 
ané@ the gated rind and juice of one lemon 

d one orange. 

Basing creamed the butter and sugar and 
twelve unbeaten eggs, one at a time, using 
the hands to beat them in instead of a spoon, 
when well blended add part of the liquid, then 
part of the flour mixture. When.all have 
been used beat in a half teaspoonful of soda 
dissolved in @ little warm water and then 
mix in all the fruit excepting te citron. 

When thoroughly blended put a half inch 
layer of the batter in a can that has been lined 
with several thickneszes of paper, 
that the paper comes well above the

The dress should be cut out, basted to- 
gether, and carefully fitted, and the marking 
should be put in the side, front, and back 
seams for the tucked panels which are to be 
set in. The panel measures one and one-half 
inches in width on the shoulder, one inch at 
the waist line, and two and one-half inches 
wide at thé foot of the skirt. Consequently 
one-half of the width of each one of. these 
measures must be marked off on each side of 
the seams, front and back, before ripping 
them apart. 

The next thing will be to make the panels. 
For these, straight strips of the material are 
needed, and, of course, it will be all right to 
piece the material under the tucks whereit is 
necessary. The cloth should be folded to- 
gether down the middle, or traced or marked 
in some way so that the center can be kept, 
and then the tucking can be done. Make the 
tucks three-eighths of an inch in width and 
allow a space to show hetween that measures 
three-quarters of an inch. 

= * 

After the panels are tucked, measure each 
side of the center line, for the right width at 
the shoulder. Next, find where the panel 
touches the waist line of the frock and meas- 
ure the right width for it there, and then 
again at the bottom. Mark these lines each 
side of the centér ones, distinctly, and then 
set into the frock, first turning back the 
frock seams on the correct lines, and then 
pinning the panel in place at the shoulder, 
waist line, and bottom respectively. Baste 
in position and stitch the frock to the pane) 
close to the edge of the fold, 

After this has beén done, tne under arm 
seams can be finished and then the back. 
Then the shoulder seams are put together 
and tha line for the cutting out at the neck 
is*made. Or, if preferred, the dress can go up 
to the neck line and not be qut out at all. 

At the waist line and running up from that 
point are large eyelets, two en the front, two 
on each side, and two in the back. These are 
buttonholed and through them is run wide 
and soft black satin ribbon. The yoke and

A tan linen showing small dots in 
go dark a shade of tan as to be practically 
brown is a good choice for those to whom this 
color is becoming. The patterm for the skirt 
is a three piece circular one, and as can be 
geen, the front gore is. extended above the 
waist line to a height of three inches and goes 
entirely around the waist, forming a snugly 


fitting girdle. ‘ 


In order to make a pattern for the girdle 
pin the front gore of the pattern to your 
own figure ,and to the top of it pin a strip 
of paper, three inches in width and more than 
jong enough to reach around. Then have 
some one pin the necessary little plaitein the 
paper, at the bottom so that it fits the figure 
with perfect smoothness, both at the top and 
the bottom. After this has been done, shape 
the paper around the lower edge so that it 
follows the line of the waist by cutting. This 
can be pretty accurately done on the figure. 

Remove the girdle without loosening the 
pins and laying it on another piece of paper, 
cut out a girdle pattern, being sure to have 
it straight up and down in the middle of the 
front. This girdle meets in the middle of 
the back, and this new pattern should be 
pinned or mucilaged to the front gore and 
then in cutting out the linen, the girdle and 
gore are cut In one piece. Thereis a box plait 
in the middle of the back of the skirt, and ex- 
cepting for this it is cut absolutely plain. 

There can be a plait laid on each side of the 
front and back gores before pinning the pat- 
tern in place if desired, and this will give a 
considerable ease and spring below the knees 
which will add to the gracefulness of the 
skirt. The main part of the waist. is of the 
linen, cut In one piece in the Back, and fin- 
ished under the arms without stitching the 
seams together there: There are bands of 
the linen laid over the waist edges, and these 
are decorated with a mercerized soutache in 
the shade of brown, matching the dots in th 
linen. This is done tn a simple scroll.'" ~**

After the plece which goes over the shoulder 
and under the arm is fini d the seam is 
lapped, leaving, however, wide armhole 
opening. The chemisette and sleeves are of 
batiste in the same shade as the plain part of 
the linen and before cutting the materia] itis 
tucked in fine tucks going across.

in the Care of Wood Floors. 


By PAULINE KANE. 


There is, in fact, no real need of a filler, 
even for an oak floor. But even where it is 
used it will stay in place perfectly well 
without shellac, which inevitably causes the 
floor to wear patchy in a few/years. The 
true reason for the painter's partiality for 
the use of shellac is that it saves wax. which 
is expensive, and saves labor and time. 

But suppose that our oak floor was prop- 
erly finished in the beginning it will. prob- 
ably, in the spring, show streaks of dirt and 


‘dull patches. The dirty streaks are caused 


by dust sticking to the wax, and the dull 
patches by dampness, probably from wet 
shoes. 

If the housekeeper likes to take care of her 
house herself let her get a gallon of turpen- 
tine, a pound or two of floor wax,and a dozen 
sheets of. No::0 sandpaper, with plenty of 
rags, and begin by washing the floor with 
turpentine only. “On no account must water, 
benzine, or naphtha be used on a waxed 
floor. — 

urpentine will take off the surface 
Rin, ww orith it the dirt-that sticks to it. 
he “4s particularly peta 
a small piece of sandpaper should: 
uane in ceeseditint and rubbed on the place 
until the dirt is- loosened. 

This treatment will toon revive the bright- 

ness of the floor and leave it' in good condi-

tion for repolishing, while washing with 
water will raise the grain and make the floor 
rough without taking off the dirt, as the wax 
repels even strong soap suds. The floor 
must then be left for the turpentine to evap- 
orate. 

If some badly brought up visitor has al- 
lowed a wet umbrella to drip over an oak 
floor the traces of his call will be visible in 
black or dark blue stains in the grain of the 
wood. Before rewaxing these stains should 
be removed, which is easily done by dissolv- 
ing a few crystals of oxalic acid in water, 
making a little pool of the solution over each 
spot and leaving it over night. In the morn- 
ing the stains will have vanished, and, after 
drying and a little sandpapering the places 
will be ready for rewaxing with the rest. 

In France, where waxed floors have been 
in use, perhaps, from time immemorial, noth- 
ing but pure beeswax is used on them. The 
oak floors in the palaces of Versailles and 
the Louvre are so highly polished that:the 
furniture is reflected in them; yet these 
fioors were laid more than 200 years ago, in 
some cases, and have been in use ever since, 
and nothing but pure beeswax has ever been 
applied to them. 

Although beeswax is, perhaps, the best ma- 
terial, in the long run, for use on hardwood 
fioors, it is soft and slightly sticky, requiring 
frequent rubbing, so that American floor 
waxes usually contain a proportion of par- 
affin. 

In judging of the many mixed waxes, it is 
wise to remember that the more. beeswax 


they contain the more frequently they will | 


need to be rubbed, but the more easily they 
can be polished and cleaned. Those contain- 
ing more paraffin will give at first a brilliant 
and comparatively durable. polish, but will 
require greater labor for thorough renova- 
tion. ; 

When to Begin Waxing. 

To return to our floor. When the turpen- 
tine has evaporated it is time to begin wax- 
ing. If the pores of the wood are stilk well 
filied with wax only the surface needs to be 
treated. The wax in the can will be of the 
proper consistency for putting on. It should 
be rubbed on evenly with a rag and left to 
dary 


A new floor, when waxed, must. be. left 
‘overnight before polishing, but an old floor 
may be polished as soon as the wax has been 
applied all over it. A woolen rag may be 
used for this purpose, but the best thing is 
a weighted brush with a long handle. 
This should be used first across the grain 
of the wood, then paralie} with it. If a still

ashing is worse than useless, as it only 
makes the old linseed oi] gummy: without re- 


moving the dust. And bleaching with oxalic 
acid gives an unpleasant mottled effect. 

Stained soft wood floors which show worn 
places should be touched up with the same 
stain, and the whole should then be var- 
nished with some first class floor varnish. 
The varnish should be renewed at intervals 
in the places subject to most wear, but if 
the floor has been so long neglected that not 
only the varnish but the stain fs worn 
through and must be patched, a fresh coat 
of varnish over the whole floor will do 
something to hide the junction of the new 
and old stain and add to its appearance and 
durability. 

For kitchen floors, which must be frequent- 
ly washed with soap and water, wax finish 
is unsuftable, and the best treatment, if the 
floor is good material, is an application of 
wax oil, a solution of beeswax in petroleum. 

If the kitchen floor is of uniform quality 
and has already begun to sliver, two or three 
heavy coats of thick oi] paint will do more 
to conceal the defects than the wax oll treat- 
ment. French ochre:is the best color for the 
purpose, and should be used just as it comes 
out of the can, thinning only as necessary 
with linseed oil. 

On nod account should oillcloth or Mnoleum 
be put over a kitchen floor, unless as a last 
resort. The crevices around and under the 
edges harbor waterbugs and cockroaches, 
while the exclusion of the air from the floor 
together with the warmth of the kitchen, 
soon starts dry rot, which attacks first the

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T ip a fact-that the frame house is pa*s- 
ing. Nothing was more self-evident of 
this thah inquiries which reached THe 
Sunpay TRIBUNE during its home build- 
ing contest. A pretty house in cement 
always brought a string of letters of in- 
guiry concerning it. 
Two factors are at work to this end. 
First, it is almost impossible nowadays to get the white 
pine, Building material which once ranked a real “ firs* 
class.” “But in accepting that which is not the old first 
class material—good as it may be—the builder of the 
frame hougé its discovering that the cost of building 
ig gteatly enhanced in the last fifteen years. Hemlock 
is worked in on the building. especially in rafters, 
joists, and heavy. supports, and hemlock is an uncer- 
tain piece of timber. 

That other great reason for interest in the cement 
coated structure is that while its cost may be no less, 
if properly constructed it has proved itself in stabilitv 
and workmanship. To all purposes it becomes a stone 
building, warmer in ‘winter and cooler in summer. And 
more than anything else. the necessity for painting 
and repainting f« eliminated. Honest paint and honast 
painters applying it cost money if a frame house is t* 
be “kept up.” 

These things are taken into consideration by th» 
present day home builder. No matter how weather 
beaten the rough coat house may be. it darkens ‘n 
keeping with its exposure to sun, weather, and the tn 
evitable north exposure. Therefore its appearance is 
pleasing, always. It has the appearance of “rip2n- 
ing.”

Old Houses Made Into New Ones. 


But to any present owner of a frame house who is 
tired of its continua] paintings, or its continual lack of 
this work, the builders of the cement house are pr>?- 
pared to take over his old frame structure and -without 
removing a nail from its weatherboarding make it over 
into a distinctly new house. 

This newest of applications of stone effects to dis- 
reputable old frame houses that ere sound in sills. 
joists, and every supporting part. makes possible the 
rejuvenation of whole districts in cities and towns 
where age has told on roofs and weatherboardings. [na 
the case of’ the house of twenty years ago when the 
-uburban “artist contractor” made deformities out ci 
nouse lines and proportions. the tearing away of the 
old cupola and the hump-backed roof will be the onlv 
real carpentry work necessary. The house may be 
brought up to the most artistic standards of the 
vresent, and over all the stone work finish is practicr!) 
and complete. 

In these years of diminishing good timber no part o: 
he modern frame house of average cost suffers more 
than tn the quality of the lath. But poor and “sappy ° 
as the Fath may be, it is used only on the interior walls 
of the frame house, which leavés it free of wet and of 
extreme changes of temperature. But after the evol.- 
tion of the “retarded cement” process for outside 
“ plastering,” it was a certainty that the wooden lath 
was open to question. 

But as is usual in most necessities of the kind, the 
metallurgist and the steel manufacturer got togeth>r 
and solved this problem in the manufacture of the. ste2! 
lathing, of which cements are a preservative from rust. 
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Best Cements Harden Quickly. 


Ie en aoe — 

“ Retarded” cement is explanatory in the name. All 
cements of the better grades harden quickly after 
watér is applied and the mixture worked up. WBignt or 
nineyears ago S. W. Curtiss of Chicago began expe~'- 
ments with cements with the object of rendering them 
plastic for a reasonable working period. Hardening 1s 
the #ement does in water, it was a question of pro- 
portions of cement and sand, with other stony sub- 
stantes, which would leave the mixture workable for 
the period required for plastering it into place. 

Hé sicceeded and today his formula is a manufa-- 
turigg formula by which the dry material is shipped 
dry to the point of working. Water proportions are 
given for’the mixing of the two or three coats thut 
are to finish t house. : 

“ After that.” 'sald Mr. Curtiss, “I can take any plas- 
terer. in a country town and make an expert of him in 
ceméht surfacing inside of two hours. The brick meson 
isn't. particularly a good candidate. He slashes at his 
regtilar work and is likely to keep to his pace. But 
alm@t any one with a mechanical taste ban become 
the “plastering mechanic’ of this new trade.” 3 

In the present day markets are all kinds of plastic 
materials manufactured for this buflding or recoatinz 
work In the best of the work, however, the old rule 
once’ applied—or suggested—by the drayman who hai 
the fat horse, holds good. This drayman was ask-d 
hew ‘the kept his horse in such good condition. He re- 
plied: 

“Well. I feed him a mixture of oats and sawdust, 
but on the principle that the less sawdust the better.”

\ncedLime Mixtures Tested in Canada, 


Lime and plaster of paris have been mixtures applied 
to cement to make it plastic and workable. These are 


cheaper ingredients and are held to be inferior to just 
the extent they enter inte the mortar. At the same 
time Canada has made wide and lasting experimeats 
with lime mixtures, forced into the “diamond shape” 
crevices made by nailing on two layers of lath, criss3- 
cross. Some of the critics of lime in cement, how- 
ever, still hold that the Canadian lime is a hyargu:ic 
lime, and that In that country the burnt limestone t¢ 
“seasoned” for two or three months before it is 
worked up. 

In a general way the making over of the old frame 
house into a new one of plastic front, sides, and rea’, 
the desirability of an air space between the weather 
boarding and the inner coating of cement is-emphasize4. 
Using the stee] lath it is not snafficient fer best results 
that the small air seams made by nailing the steel © 
the laps of the weatherboarding are depended upon. 
To start from a waterproof eave of the frame house 
two inches may be allowed, with a slightly greater slope 
downward to the projecting center belt of the two sto*y 
house. From thig projecting strip the same propor- 
tionate distance may be maintained to the projecting 
water table at the base of the structure. : 

A double purpose is served in this air space. Haviug 
this closed air chamber on the sides of the house, it 
serves to preserve dryness in wet seasons, while th? 
extremes of outside heat and cold are reduced, sum- 
mer and winter. The scientific principle is that which 
applies nowadays to the common icechest. Once the 
space between the outer and inner framework of ihe 
refrigerator was filled with charcoal in the best grade 
of icebox. Today it is accepted by the builders of these 
commodities that to leave the! space open serves as 
well or better, for the reason that the filling matertys! 
acted equally as a conductor of either heat or coil. 
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. Innovation Decreases Fire Risk. 

With this innovation of making over the old frame 
house into the new and tested cement exteriors, nt 
only the whole character of houses and even. streets 
may be changed artistically, as Wheaton new is pr>- 
paring for, but the fire risk is immensely discounted. 
Especially in the older buildings of wood, crowded to- 
gether in solid blocks, not only is the outer timber in 
dry weather extremely inflammable, but the ceatings of 
paint that cling to them is an added danger. Whe-e 
tile roofing is substituted for shingles—as finally must 
come about—-the cement house that has been “madé 
over” will be close to the fireproof test. tee 

But «the frame house of long -or short standing ‘s 
not the only subject for overcoating and rejuvenating. 
The brick house or store building lends the same i»- 
viting sides to the artist in stone effects. The great 
residence of one of the Studebakers at South a, 
Ind., has been undergoing these artistic touches, where: 
columns of Bedford stone in the walls were set be- 
tween bricks. After the brick walls were set the 


cement workers stepped in and effaced all trace oi 
bricks in its construction. With the Bedford store 
decorations in relief, the cement work brings out the 
effects in pleasing manner. ‘ 
As to that new frame house which one intends build- 
ing and occupying, ‘the necessity of “ seasonable”’ worx 
in cement is not vital, Phat person who chooses to 
‘begin his building Operations with winter labor may 
start in November and may have the interior of th 
‘house finished perhaps tn January. On the outer sheet- 
ing his builders will put the regular tar paper, whith 
is sufficient protection for the family inside until the 
gnishing process becomes seasonable some time in 
pril, according to the latitude-and the elements. 


* : : 


" Seratch” Coat First and Thinnest. - 


In Chicago that working period with cements pegins 
about April 15 and extends to. Nov. 1. . That Gret ani 
thinnest coating of the material is called the ‘“scraten ’ 
goat, lending itself to holding other coats of the ma- 
terial. Ordinarily, in their order the “second coat” 
and the “rough cast’ ‘finishes a building. Where the 
wooden lath is used the difference in the amount ef 
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plastic material necessary 
tends to make one con- 
sider the metal liathi.i.g. 
Where four tons of mor- 
tar would suffice fully for 
the sbecl, five tons would 
be required to make. the 
finish on wood iathing. 
And as the cement keeps 
the steel free of corrosion 
and rust, while the wood 
lath is subjected at least 
to “dry rot,” the steel 
mesh is in marked favor 
by the builders. 

In the recent home build- 
ing contest conducted Uv 
THe SUNDAY TRIBUNE 
many contributors have 
the point that “knowlng 
something of carpente;- 
ing” they saved them- 
selves money by workiig 
odd hours at their hous2s. 
In this respect they fin4 
themselves at sea in case 
they undertake out of 
hand the cements that ar. 
used for outer coatings. 
It is “splash work,” liter- 
ally, with intelligent 
“treatment” of the mate- 
rial holding the coatings. 
That first coat is swishd 
from a paddle against ani 
through the stee) netting 
and requires most care. 
Troweling is done accord- 
ing to the finish desifod 
and the number of cdats 
designated. But in the 
workings of the facines 
on a house almost any 
shade in reds and browns 
may be had, the chemical 
dye guaranteed. One of 
the fancy effects is pr?- 
duced by imbedding pev- 
bles into the mortar ini 
troweling down to a 
smooth surface that will 
hold the stone particles. 

In all of this thére ts 
no word of “ prophecy.’ 
The cement covered new 
house has come to stay. 
The old frame house h:s 
been made new all over 
Chicago @nd elsewhere 
Regardiees of forest ¢34- 
seryation and th view of 
the widely adaptable ste»!

In fact, about 250,000 guests are expected to

an interesting document sent in 1770 by the commn- 
aity of Oberammergau to the state authorities and now 
in the state library of Munich gives information. con- 
cerning the origin of the Passion Play. According to 
this manuscript a pestilential disease infected Bavaria 
as well as Swabia in the year 1631. In 1683 this plague 
proke out in the immediate vicinity of Oberammergau 
and raged with terrible fury. Only the mountain girt 
village of Oberammergau was spared. Strict guard was 
kept) at all possible entrances to prevent any person 
suspected to be infected from entering the village. 

But the night before the feast of consecration of the 
chureb & native of the place employed as farm hand at 
a nearby settlement managed,to elude the guard. Yield- 
ing to the desire to be with his wife and children, with 
the disease already upon him, he brought it among his 
own people. His family were the first victims. So rap- 
idly did the disease spread that there was hardly a home 
where one at least was not dead. In some cases whole

Then the people who had escaped the plague came to 
their priest and begged him to stand between their dead 
and their living. To the church they followed the ven. 


erable old man, and there they made their supplication - 


and vowed a solemn vow that if God would hear their 
prayer they would revive the old practice of giving the 
story of Christ's last days on earth—of his betrayal, 
his death upon the cross, his resurrection, and his ascen- 
sion—to be performed by living men, women, and chil- 
dren. According to the village chronicle the plague was 
stayed, the people fulfilled the vow, and the following 
year saw the performance of a drame that in more re- 
cent years has set the world marveling. 

It is likely that Oberammergau had a Passion Play 
pefore this time, as well as the neighboring town of 
Weilham, which in 1600,on the sixteenth Sunday after 
Trinity, performed a Passion Pley written by the priest 
Aelbl Among the numerous manuscripts in the archives 
of Gg. Lang sel. Erben is the oldest known copy, a 
text book “carefully revised and newly inscribed in the 
year after the blessed birth of Christ 1662.” It may be 
supposed that in the first official performance (1634) this 
text, perhaps with a few minor alterations, was used. 

One-half of this text was used in the Passion Plays 
at Augsburg in the fifteenth century and was taken from 
the library of the Benedictine cloister St. Afra and 
Ulrich; the other half is a tragedy “of the passion, 
death, and transfiguration of our Lord Jesus Christ” 
brought into rhyme by the master singer Sebastian Wild 
of Augsburg at the beginning of the seventeenth cen- 
tury. 

* * 
Extensive Alterations in the Text. 

The text soon experienced extensive alterations, and 
the versified drama became a hard, even coarse, play éf 
monkish contemplation; then a robust, rustic, and at the 
same time sentimental comedy; another revision resulted 
in a Christian drama of tiresome length, and at last the 
excellent version as used today, free from triviajity, 
serious and mighty developed, giving new life to the 
greatest tragedy the world has known. The text used 
at present is the work of the Oberammergau priest 
Aloys Daisenberger, who died in 1883. 

The history of Oberammergau is rich in events relat- 
ing to war. It is the border village between Bavaria 
and Tyrol, and the Spanish war of succession, fought 
between Austria, Bavaria, and France during a whole 
century, kept the border wasted and in terror. 

The oldest known village chronicle states that the 
Romans ‘had large troops and a military camp at Ober- 
ammergau, and in the ninth century the Guelphic Prince 
Ethico, with his whole extensive court attendance, set- 
tled in the Ammer valley. An event of more importance 
to Oberammergau took place in 1111: the prelate of the 
nearby Abbey Rothenbuch sent three priests, one canon, 
and four lay brethren from ‘the Ammergau into the 
“wilderness” of Berchtesgaden, there to found a new 
cloister. The lay brethren had from their old home 
brought with them the art of wood carving and turning 
and spread this art among the first settlers of Berchtes- 
gaden. 

Towards the middle of the eighteenth century the 
woodware industry of Oberammergau was at its culmi- 
nating point. Prompted by a commercial spirit, the last 
remnant of that great period when the treasures of 
Venice were shipped to the north vie Oberammergau the 
wood carvers carried their products into all parts of the 
world. With a certain pride the citizen of Oberammer- 
gau shows a list of its sons who established branches 
of their business houses not only within the limits of 
their home country but also in St. Petersburg, Copen- 
hagen, Bremen, Amsterdam, even in Cadiz.

“ Actors” Eager to Take Part. 


It is quite amusing to know that more than a hundred 
professional actors had offered their services to Ober- 
ammergau to perform the part of Christ during the 
coming Passion Play. The first announcements con- 
cerning the play had hardly been published when a num- 
ber of provincial actors wrote to the community offering 
themselves for the impersonation of that sublime part. 
A peasant of Oberfranken, who had heard that Oberam- 
mergau was in despair about a reserve Christ, wrote 
this: “Dear Sir: It being that I have been informed 
that you are in need of a reserve Christ, I allow myself 
to offer my services and send herewith full particulars 
about my person: Your humble servant is 1.68 m. high, 
of spare build, has a blonde beard, and is certain that 
you will not find any one quite so-well’ fitted for the 
bart as the respectfully signed . . - ” 

But Oberammergau has no need to seek for a per- 
former,of Christ. Anton Lang, who in 1900 played this 
bart, will assume the réle this year. It is well known 
how he enthused the audience ten years ago. 

Lang is a potter by trade, a diligent, quiet man, edu- 
cated far beyond his calling. His ambition sent him to 
Rome, his longing after worldly happiness to London, 
Where a daughter of Oberammergau was earning 4 mod- 
est living, the girl who in the Passion Play of 1900 sang 
the “Song of the Mourning Bride.” Soon afterwards @ 
Wedding took place in Oberammergau, and today Jakob

The Burgomas- 
ter Sebastian Bauer plays for the third time the part of 
Pilate. There is aleo old Thomas Bendl, who, with tears 
in his eyes, had te exchange his part of Peter with that 
of Simon of Bethany. Of course, he had grown old, but 
his head with ita-white hair and beard was still the fine 
head of Peter. He trembled before the impending 
choice of the players, and that which he dreaded came 
to pass and well nigh crushed him. And with him fell 
his son, Peter Rendl, the John of 1890 and 1900; his new 
part is thet of Josef of Arimathea. Rochus Lang, too, 
lost his part of Herod. Hans Mayr, assistant stage 
manager, will be the Galilean prince. Mayr is the son 
of the celebrated Christ performer, Josef Mayr, a man 
of international fame. A New York manager offered 
him a milion marks for his appearance upon the Ameri- 
can stage, but Josef Mayr, who loved the traditions of 
his home, refused.

The parts of Judas and Peter are in good hands. 
Johann Zwink, called the “ Malerhans,” will play the 
part of Judas for the third time. And here, too, a curi- 
ous coincidence takes place: Zwink was at one time 
(1880) the favorite disciple of Christ, and has now de- 
veloped into the betrayer of him who once called him 
his bosom friend.

Costumes Now Given Great Care. 

The orchestra, numbering about forty members is com- 
posed of local musicians, as is the chorus of thirty-four 
voices. In late years great care has been devoted to the 
selection and designing of costumes; the gaudy colors 
of former years have disappeared and everything is 
being toned down to meet modern demands. The cos- 
tumes of the chorus of Guardian Spirits are phantasy 
costumes designed after old Grecian models. This chorus 
enters the stage at the close of each scene or tableau, 
the succeeding tableaux, according to scenes from the 
Old Testament, being in the meantime prepared. Then 
the curtain rises and the chorus. accompanies the tab- 
leaux with singing. Constant practice for the perform- 
ers and chorus is provided. by the productions of reli- 
gious and secular plays which take place every year at 
the so-called practice theater. 

The stage of the passion theater reminds one of the 
old Grecian theater. It has a proscenium about 138 
feet wide, which is intended for the chorus as well as 
the performers. Behind this proscenium and in the 
middle of it ig a small covered structure in’ which‘ the 
tableaux and part of the real action take place. At the 
right and left of this the streets of Jerusalem may be 
seen; adjoining these, again at the right and left, are 
two narrow structures, the palaces of Annas and 
Pilate, each with a flight of steps leading down to thre 
proscenium. The middle stage is equipped with scenic 
decorations and wings, but above and beyond the 
spectator sees the green Alpine meadows and forests 
of the Oberammergau mountains. . 

The dates of the performances for the Passion play 
of 1910 are as follows: May 16, 22, 29; June 5, 12, 19, 
24, 26, 29; July 3, 10, 17, 20, 24, 26, 29; August 3, 7, 
10, 14, 17, 21, 24, 27, 31, and September 4, 8, 11, 18, 26.

Extra Performances Given If Needed. 

In the event of there not being enough seats to accom- 
modate all visitors on any one of these days another 
performance will be given on the following day. The 
play begins at 8 o'clock in the morning and lasts until 
6 o’clock in the afternoon, with two hours intermis- 
sion at noon. 

On account of the great crowds the theater is, in 
spite of its large proportions, sold out at every per- 
formance. The total receipts of the play in 1900 amount- 
ed to about $240,000. From the surplus an amount was 
divided among 758 performers, averaging only about 
$96 for each person—for forty-seven performances and 
countless rehearsals! The performer of Christ received 
$357. The poor of the village, sick people and those 
on some account being prevented from taking part in 
the play (mail carriers, shepherds, and the young men 
serving in the army at the time) received a present of 
$6 to $26 each. Furthermore, the families who had 
furnished a guarantee fund received each $238. The 
sum of $65,550 remained, which, according to custom, 
was used for purposes of common utility.

Not 
many years ago @ shower of meteoric stones fell in 
India, the fali being attended by terrific explosions. 
The alarmed inhabitants of the district believed these 
masses of rock to have been thrown by their deities 
from the Himalaya mountains, and with great venera- 
tion gathered up the fragments to be kept as objects 
of worship.

Disasters Forecast in the Heavens. 

In the most civilized countries of the ancient world 
such phenomena as the aurora borealis, totel eclipses, 
comets, and meteoric showers were viewed as miracu- 
lous displays of divine power and generally as fore- 
runners of tmpending disasters. Before the eighteenth 
century no physical explanation had been thought of 
for the brilliant displays of the northern lights, for 
the splend!ia coronal arch, the columng tinged with 
various colors and moving in silent grandeur upon 
the midnight sky. 

These amazing phenomena appeared suddenly and 
unexpectedly and could not be referred to natural 
causes then known, and most easily in a superstitious 
age aroused the utmost consternation, The excited 
imagination ¢aw armies mustering in the sky, bran- 
dishing their spears, and raising aloft in quick succes- 
sion their bloody lances. 

A brilliant aurora seen in England in 1575 was de- 
scribed by a writer of the period as a chasm formed 
in the northern sky in which “ were seen a great many 
bright arches out of which gradually issued spears, 
cities with towers, and men in battle array; after that 
there were excursions of rays in every direction, waves 
of clouds, and battles in which some were fieeing, 
some pursuing, and others wheeling around in a sgur- 
prising manner.” This brilliant aurora created a great 


panic. 
* * 
Eclipse Puts End to a War. 


One of the most noted eclipses in history was re- 
corded by Herodotus and occurred in the year 585 B. C. 
The panic it produced put an end to the war between 
the Medes and Lydians. A great battle was in prog- 
ress when suddenly day was turned into night hy a 
total eclipse. The contepding armies, struck with 
consternation, at once laid down their arms and has- 
tened on both sides to conclude a peace. 

Xenophon in his Anabastis, book 3, chapter 4, relates 
how the excitement and terror induced by an eclipse 
led to the surrender of a city. When the Persians 
obtained the empire from the Medes their king be- 
sieged the ancient city of Larissa, but fafled to cap- 
ture it until finally the inhabitants, terrorized by the 
darkness of a solar eclipse, lost all courage. And so 
their city was taken. 

A total eclipse of the sun was visible at many places 
in Europe on May 12, 1706. It is related that in many 
parts of the city of Geneva persons were seen during 
the totality prostrate on the ground and offering up 
prayers under the impression that the last day was 
come.

Stars Like Swarm of Locusts. 

An ancient writer in picturing the great meteoric 
shower of the year 1202 avowed that the “stars flew 
against one another like a scattering swarm of lo- 
custs, to the right and left. This phenomenon lasted 
until daybreak; people were thrown into consterna- 
tion and cried to God, the Most High. with confused 
clamor.” Similar consternation and alarm came to the 
people of 1466 during the stupendous meteoric display 
of that year. “Those who saw it.” wrote a historian 
of the time, “ were filled with such great fear and dis- 
may that they were astounded, imagining that they 
were all dead men and that the end of the world had 
come.” 

The same meteoric swarm that produced the dis- 
plays of 1202 and 1366 réturns at intervals of thirty- 
three years and three months, and when it appeared 
as the star shower of 1833 In the south there was a 
memorable panic among the colored people which has 
often been described. 

In former ages comets were regarded as signs sent 
directly by the deity to announce coming wars or fatal 
catastrophes. The degree of terror which they ex- 
cite@ was proportioned to the size of the comet or the

Close. Approach Made the Sun. 


In 1688 a large comet appeared an@ passed near the 
sun’s surface, probably through the upper strata of 
the solar atmosphere. The great comet of 1843 moved 
so nearly in the same path that it was supposed to 
be a return of the same body, the period being 175 
years. But the paths of the bright comet seen in the 
southern hemisphere in 1880 coincided still more nearly 
with that of the comet of 1843. And these dates would 
indicate a period of only thirty-seven years. Either, 
therefore, the period was becomifig rapidly shorter or 
the comets were separate bodies. 

The theory that the comets of 1668, 1843, and 1880 
were the same body and that Its orbit was converging 
with much rapidity was defended by Mr. Marth of the 
Royal Astronomical Society of London. He thought 
its revolution had been 80 much affected that possibly 
it would return in 1887. These three comets of 18890, 
1843, and 1668 approached nearer the sun than any 
other known @Xcept. perhaps that of 1680. In fact, 
when nearést the sun they actually grazed the solar 
atmosphere or passed through its outermost portions. 
Of course, the motion of a planet or comet, through 
a resisting medium, continually lessens its distance, 
and hence accelerates its speed.

Comet as a Signal for Conquest. 


In 1853 a Russian priest assembled his flock in Rus- 
sian Poland to show them a comet in the southeast, 
standing apparently directly over Constantinople. This 
star, he said, was the same which guided the Magi at 
the Epiphany. Its appearance was the signal for the 
Russian eagle to spread out its wings and embrace a:! 
mankind in one orthodox faith, while the dull light of 
the comet’s nucleus indicated its sorrow at the delay of 
the army of the czar in proceeding to its destination on 
the shores of the Bosporus. 


This comet was regarded in many parts of Burope as 
a messenger of coming troubles. And it is to be 2d- 
mitted that the subsequent events seemed to justify the 
terror which the people felt for it. From a passage ‘n 
Milne’s “Life of China” it is clear that a comet ‘s 
looked upon in the celestial empire as a warlike augury 
denoting invasion from the quarter where it first ap- 
pears. This is remarkable, as in China careful astro- 
nomical observations have been. carried on continuously 
for thousands of years. And it is to the records ‘f 
the Chinese astronomers that we are in debt for the 
only dependable accounts of the comets in the early ages. 

But when the worst has been said of the influence 
of the comet in times past, the fact remains that at the 
present moment, while the Halley comet is even here, 
the wise men are looking for no trouble. If mischief 
will be wrought it will be wrought through fear, through 
that borrowing of trouble which is our chief human 
pain. It is well known that fear may bring insta:.t 
death. People have died from fear on the day pre- 
dicted as the day of their death, and some have fallsn_ 
down dead at the moment they were condemned to

After this litt!e excursion into the unex- 
pected Mr. Clarkson settled down to an hour 
of serious talk on the real, the big, the won-

it is the belief of this artist and loyal citizen

“The thing about Chicago that impressed | 


me from the first,” he said, ‘“‘is the whole- 
heartedness of the people, their willingness 
toe make you fheir friend, their desire to go 
out of their way to help you, thelr absence of 
prejudice, and I find in my own profession 
the willingness and the desire to know good 
art, good literature, good music. The people 
here aré eager after those things. The move-

They 
realize that the fruits of accomplishment are 
greater than a big bank account. They have 
atrived at the completion of civilization, be- 
cause the standard of a community is set 
by the taste it displays.

Iam 
proud and pleased to live in a city that has 
originated the movement called the Friends 
of Art. 

“Some of the finest types of polished gen- 
tlemen I ever have met in my life have been 
Chicagoans born and bred. And I feel gs if 
I could ju@ge because I have known stanéd- 
e@rds of fine gentlemen and men of cultiva- 
tion elsewhere. My friendships here are al- 
most dearer to me than anything else. The 
taste of the women is more naturai than in 
the east. In the east the women represent 
the taste of the upholsterer and the deco- 
rator.

But 
here we have one of the greatest institutions 
of the country, the Art inetitute, which con- 
tains. within its wells all that is necessary 
for the ediication of the artist and all that 
ie necessary to show the standard of the ac- 
complishment of the world. Sir Purdon 
Clarke, director of the Metropolitan museum 
in New York, seemed to think he was com- 
ing to an outlandish place when he visited 
here. But when he left he said that he con- 
sidered certain collections in the Art institute 
so magnificent that they would tempt an em- 
peror to go to war for them, : 

“As far as physical conditions go, I tt ink 
you can live more comfortably in Chicego 
than almost anywhere else. I have never 
geen a qtilet city, although I was born in 
Boston and have just returned from there. 
You expect places like Boston and New Or- 
leans to be quiet, but they are not. They 
look quiet and to be in keeping with ali of 
the traditions surrounding them, they ought 
to be quiet. But they are just as noisy as 
Chicago. 

‘Chicago has one of the best summer cli- 
mates I know of. We seldom have rmany 
warm days together. If we could but clean 
the atmosphere, people would come from the 
south in droves to spend the summer. The 
physical appearance of the city makes for 
attractiveness if it were not for those blots 
of billposters. It seemed incredible that a 
city with the will of its own, with the civic 
pride, with the good taste of Chicago, should 
allow a few men in the billboard business to 
deface certain of our most beautiful porticns 
of the city with their odious signs. If it were 
not for these and the Illinois Centra! Chi- 
cago would be one of the most truly beautiful 
eitfes of the country.”

in motion. .The men whoin horse power days

"pent and several of which reach above the 


height of any other part of the globe, 
Mount Everest measures 29,200 feet, Kunch- 
injanga 28,176, Janu 25,304, and Gabru 24,015. 
and then there are three mountains in sight 
of over 23,000 feet. They are higher than 
any peak of the Andes, and in the same vicin- 


ity are a half dozen others of 22,000 and 


more. 
Too Great to Comprehend., 

_. Jt is impossible to comprehend the immen- 
gity of the Himalaya mountains. They are 
@0 great that you could scatter the other 
mountains of the world through them and 
bardly effect the size of the chain. You could 
<irop the Alps into their valleys, and a few 
miles away you could not notice the addition. 

Mount Everest is, of all land, the nearest 
point toward heaven. It is more than double 
the height of Fujiyama, the sacred mountain 
of Japan... You could put another Pike's peak 
on the top of our big mountain near Denver 
and it would not reach as high, and the snows 
crowning Mount Blanc are at least 10,000 
feet lower. If you should ascend Mount 
Blanc and by a fiying machine go straight 
upward for more than two miles you would 
not yet reach the altitude of Kunchinjanga. 
_ It is more than a mile and a half higher then 
Mount McKinley, the giant of Alaska, and 
Mount Everest, a thousand feet above it, 
caps the world. 

I have seen all of the greatest mountains 
of the globe. As a boy I walked across the 
Alps from Italy to Switzerland and climbed 
the glaciers of Mount. Bianc. Later I visited 
almost every part of our Rocky mountain 
plateau, and during trips to Asia saw the 
mighty hills of Hawaii and the Philippines. 
As a newpaper correspondent I treveled 
through the Andes from Panama to Pata- 
gonia, and it was only a year or so ago that 
I was writing letters for you on the high- 
lands of Africa under the shadows of Mount 
Kenis, and Mount Kilimenjaro. 


Grandeur Is Oppressive. 

Of all the great heights I find the Hima- 
layas the most difficult to describe, Their 
grandeur is oppressive and their immensity 
beyond human conception. And still, they 
are not the most beautiful. The finest of 
the world’s mountains in point of form and 
symmetry are Fujiyama, in eastern Japan; 
Mount Cook, in northern New Zealand; 
Mount Moyon, the chief volcano of southern 

uzon, and our own Mount Tacoma, on the 
shores of Puget sound. 

As to glaciers, those of the Himalayas are 
greater than the ice rivers of the Alps. They 
eurpass in size the glaciers of New Zeaiand, 
and, I doubt not, those of Alaska as well, 
There are glaciers here which are from thirty 
to sixty miles long, and one in particular 
which is thirty-three miles in length and 
flanked on either side by giant peaks, each 
more than five miles in height. These glaciers 
are mountains of ice, often as ragged and 
Tugged as the snow capped peaks hanging 
over them. 

The Himalayas might be called the father 
of India. They protect the country, and it 
is largely due to them that it is able to sup- 
port one-fifth of the human race. They ex- 
tend like a mighty wall across Hindoostan, 
shutting it out from the rest of Asia. This 
wall is intensely cold. and against it come 
the warm winds loaded with the moisture of 
the Indian ocean. As they strike it the 
gnoisture condenses end falls down in floods, 
fwatering the great plains below. 

. There is no place on the globe which has 
g@uch a rainfall as parts of the Himalaya 
ynountains. Here at Darjeeling it is more 
than 500 inches a year, and there are other 
regions where there are fifty ‘feet of rain 
every twelve months. 


. Peaks Enveloped in Clouds. 

These winds keep the greater part of the 
mountains enveloped in clouds, and this adds 
to. the beauties of the scenery. The Hima- 
layas have a thousand clouds where the Alps 


* have one, and as you ride through them you 


gee clouds of all kinds and shapes chasing 
each other over the hills. They crawl up the 
sides of the valleys, they climb to your feet 
and wrap themseives around you. for ten 
minutes the mist is so thick that you can 
hardly see the ears of the horse you are rid-~ 
ing. Then all at once you burst out into the 
@pen. A cloud has gone by and it floats up 
toward the snowa * 

‘In my ride to ‘Tiger hill I nad clouds above 
and below me, and 1 could see the ghostly 
masses of vapor resting in the holiows as 
though taking a siesta. As the sun came up 
it tinged them with fire, spotting the moun- 
tains with goid. At the same time there were 

nt clouds at my right and my lIeft, 
and clouds overhead, above which, at the 
breaks, the snowy peaks could be seen. 

In coming here from Calcutta I rode most 
of the way through the clouds. Thesun was 
at its hottest when we passed out on the 
plains of the Ganges, and came to the foot of 
The way up was all lights 
and shadows. Now the sun shone, and now 
the rain came down in torrents. We soon 
had clouds above and below us, and farther 
up often lost sight of the engine in the vapor 
which enveloped the train. 


Like a Toy Railroad. 


I shall never forget that raiiroad. Lt makes 
@nme think of the toys of his boyhood. The 
track is a two foot narrow gauge, the engine 
is about ten feet in length, and the cars are

on her back. 
The women are the drays of Darieeling, 


and the road carts as well. They carry the 
dirt for repairing the street, digging it out 
of the hills with pickaxes and shoveling it 
into great baskets fastened by a strap over 
the forehead to the backs of these human 
drays. Each basket holds two or three 
bushels and, well filled, will weigh more than 
100 pounds. The girl stands with the basket 
on her back while loading, and she may, per- 
haps, have a baby in her arms. 

These women carry great weights, and I am 
told that one has been known to taxe a 
cottage piano on her back twel’® miles up 
the mountain. I doubted this fora time, but 
not now. Their mighty shoulders, strong 
bodies, and great calves and ankles are such 
that I verily believe they could move moun- 
tains. I saw one plodding up the hills this 
morning, carrying a basket of cordwood, 
two of which would have been @ good load 


for a mule. 


Like North American Squaws. 

These Himalaya girls look like our Indians. 
They have the same copper complexions, the 
same high cheek bones, semi-flat noses, and 
long, straight, black hair. If you will -ep 
in mind the prettiest squaw you have ever 
geen you. may have a fair type of the native 
belle of Darjeeling. 

You must add about two pounds of jewelry 
to each ounce of flesh and make the eyes of 
the squaw brighter and her look more intel- 
ligent. These mountain girls are loaded with 
jewelry. The poorest of them has earrings 
and anklets of silver, and the beauty who 
took my trunk to tne hotel was so loaded 
with chains, coins, and other ornaments that 
she jingled as she tramped up the hill. 

I see women who have strings of silver 
coins as big as 50 cent pieces hung to ..ieir 
necks so that they cover the bust, and there 
are many who wear gold ankiets and leg.vis, 
bracelets, and earrings. They also wear or. 
naments of glass and turquoise. The tur- 
quoise is one of the cheapest of the semi- 
precious stones of the Himalayas, It is founda 
in Tibet and brought over the mountains for 
gale. Some of the earrings are four or five 
inches long and 80 heavy that they pull down 
the lobes. They also wear circlets of coral, 
amber, or jade about their heads and have 
belts with gold or silver clasps. The woman 
is the savings bank of the family, and when 
a new deposit is made it is in the shape of 
a gold or silver ornament for her. 


Men Resemble Mongols. 


Indians, only not so tall. 


borders of Siberia, leading to the belief that 
the American aborigines came from the 
Himalayas and went northward intd Amer- 
ica across Bering strait.: Among the tribes 
near here are the Lepchas and Bhotiyans. 
both considerably shorter than our western 
Indian. 
_ braided in tails which hang down their backs. 
and the Bhotiyans paint their faces with 
brown varnish and wear balls of coral and 
turquoise as big as marbles on strings round 
their heads. 

The men of both tribes look fierce. They 
carry curved knives in their belts. and when 
drunk cave up one another. They are said 
to be bullies and wifebeaters, and the woman 
has to fight for her rights. She often mar. 
ries four brothers and sometimes has them 
all to support. 

I wish I could take you Into these bazaars 
and show you how business ‘is done in the 
midst of the Himalaya mountains. Yoy can 
hear the people bargaining long before yoy 
get tothe place. Every trade draws a crow 
and the people shout out their views as to 
the goods and the prices. 


Market Covers Acres. 


The market covers several acres, [t ig 
filled with traders seated on the ground with 


out in Ohio. They have great crocks of snow 
white curds, which they serve out to their 
customers in boxes or leaves. 

So far there is no wagon road bet ween 
Darjeeling and Lhasa. The goods are car- 
ried over the mountains on yaks or ponies or 
on the backs of women and men. The most 
of them come by the Jelap pass, which ls 
less than three miles in height and Is open al! 
the year round. It is only about five days’ 
march from here to the pass, and once 
through it Tibet can be seen. I am told that 
a wagon road is being planned to go over that 
route, and if so Tibet will become open to gil.

Special Tabernacle Built for 
Conference; Opens June 5; 
King to Send Envoy. 


Rock Island, IN., May 1—{Special.}—The 
most notable ig of Swedish-Ameri- 
cans ever held in this country wfll take place 
June 5-15, when the Augustana synod, the 
Swedish Lutheran church organization of 
North America, meets here to celebrate its 
Aftieth anniversary. — 

The jubilee will be held jointly with Au- 
gustana college and Theological seminary, 
the synod’s head institution, which also is 
Afty years old this year. Ten days have been 
re anes for numerous programs and fes- 

als. 

The problem ca the greatest ' concern 
ig how to accommodate the thousands of del- 
egates and visitors expected. The delegates 
to the synod conference alone will number 
2,000. The churches in the synod number 
more than a thousand, and each congregation 
‘will be represented by its pastor and one lay 
delegate. Hundreds oi private homes will be 
thrown open to welcome the visitors. 

The Minneapolis-St. Paul delegation has 
chartered a steamboat which will convey the 
delegation to Rock Island, and also serve as 
a houseboat for the Minnesotans while at- 
tending the jubilee. 

There is no auditorium of sufficient capaci- 
ty in which to hold the sessions, so it has been 
necessary to construct a temporary taber- 
nacle on Augustana college campus. 


Bishop Scheele to Speak. 


Speakers at the celebration are not limited 
to noted men of this country. Sweden will 
be represented by several, among them be- 
ing Bishop von Scheele, who comes as the 
representative of the Swedish state church 
abd of King Gustav V. of Sweden. 

Incidentally he will convey greetings from 
the Swedish monarch to President Taft while 
en route to attend the jubilee. Bishop von 
Scheele is regarded as one of the most learned 
men in Sweden and has been decorated with 
many European orders. 

Others who will speak include H. L. F. 
Lagercrantz, Swedish ministeg to the United

The presidents of eight colleges of the Au- 
gustana synod will be present to congratu- 
ate Augustana college, the mother institu- 
tion, on the succese achieved during the last 
fifty years. Two circumstances, outside the 
fact that the fiftieth milestone in the history 
af the synod and college has been reached, 
contribute cause for rejoicing. The first is 
the successful raising of an endowment fund 
Qf $250,000 for Augustana college. 

The greater part has been subscribed in 
small sums by members of the synod through- 
out the country. The memibers of the Iili- 
nois conference, which comprises Illinois, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, and Indiana, con- 
tributed $140,000. The Iowa conference gave

How Chicago Church Was Formed. 


The story of the organization of the Im- 
manuel church in Chicago forms one of the 
romantic chapters in the history of the 
synod. The church, which was destined to 
become the *‘ mother church " of no less than 
forty additional Swedish Lutheran churches 
in Chicago and its suburbs, had its beginning 
almost through an accident. 

A little party of Swedish immigrants from 
West Gottland, Sweden, arrived in Chicago 
in the summer of 1852. They were bound for 
Sheboygan, Wis., and continued their jour- 
ney by boat to that place. Upon arrival 
there, however, they were unable to4ind any 
one who understood their language or who 
would offer assistance. For two days the 
homeless immigrants remained on the docks 
with their wives and children. 

‘Finally they lost heart. A council was 
beld and it was decided to return to Chicago, 
They‘found some Norwegians upon their ar- 
rival and were aided in getting homes and 
employment. Cholera was raging in the city 
at the time and many of the new arrivals 
fell victim to the dread disease, depleting 
their ranks until but few remained.

Claims Are Many Years Old.

The warrants have been heid by the various 
counties between thirty and forty years and 
are to be taken up by the proposed indemnity 
at the rate of $1.25 anacre. for Many of the 
counties the awards will be veritabie wind- 
falls, to be used in carrying out various pub- 
‘He works. 

There wae little opposition to the passage 
of the bill. Congressman Macon of Arkansas 
objected strenuously at first, but subsided 
when Chairman Mondell of the public lands 
committee reminded him that the richest pub- 
lic land# settlemeny ever mé@de by any state 
with the federal government was made by 
Arkansas. 


WOMAN TO SPEND $250,000 
ON A PRESERVE FOR BIRDS. 


Widow of Thomas J. Bmery of Cin- 
cinnati Will Found the Park as «a 
Memorial to Her Husband. 


Cincinnati, O.. May 7.+-Approximately 
$250,000 of the estate of Thomas J. Emery, 
who was the largest realty owner in Cincin- 
nati, has been set aside by his widow, Mrs. 
Mary Emery, for the founding and perpetu- 
ation of a home for birds. 

Mrs. Emery has completed the purchase of 
a tract in Hvanswood place of about two 
acres and has signified her intention of turn- 
ing it over to the care of the department of 
biology in the University of Cincinnati. 

The ground is to be built pp with different 
kinds of houses where the féathery tribe can 
be sheitered. It will be made secure against 
| the invasion of cattle and ismall boys, and 
there wfll be housed there ibly one hua- 
dred different kinds of birds. 

All the work of this gigentic bird colony is 
to be done under the direction of Assistant 
Prof. H. M. Benedict of the department of 
biology of the University of Cincinnati. He 
says that this has been for many years a 
kind of meeting place for the birds of Cin- 
cinnat! and that thousandp of them have 
gone there to rest and to ¢at. He says he 
will arfange a place where they can rest un- 
disturbed by passersby.

This does not mean a genéral horizontal 
advance in rates as has been stated frequent- 
ly, because freight rates are not made that 
wey and because there are thousands of 
rates which are tied down by crdere of the 
interstate | commission, good for 
two years from their date of issue, or other- 
wise restricted by the interdependence of 
the freight rate making system. i 

It is estimated, however, that recent ad- 
vances in wages will increase the pay rolls 
of the railroads in the United States by $100,- 
000,000 a year and the railroad officers do 
mot propose to take this amount out of divi- 
dends. Instead it Is to be passed ‘on to the 
shipper in the shape of increased charges for 
transportation, and, although in most cases 
the freight rate on quantities purchased by 
the average householder amounts ty only a 
fraction of a cent the shipper usually makes 
any advance felt im the prices ior which he 
eells his goods. 


Railroads Bear Increased Costs. 


The railroads, too, have their increased 
cust of living, their officers declare, apd the 
advunce in the price of materials and sup- 
plies of all kinds are to be offset by a read- 
justment of rates, which means a revision 
upwards affecting those articles on which 
it is believed the traffic will bear an advance. 
While the advances made recently apply 
principally to the heavier and cheaper com- 
modities usually shipped in carload lots, it 
is understood that the readjustment before it 
is completed, will include many of the food- 
siuffs on which prices are already eo high 
thet complaint .is general. 

In the west the railroads already have an- 
nounced a somewhat general advance b-- fil- 
ing tariffe with the interstate commerce 
commission effective on June 1 applying to 
many commodity rates between Chicago and 
the Missouri river and St. Paul. As most 
rates across the country with the exception 
of transcominental rates between th + ocean 
terminalis are based on those between the 
Miseissippi and the Missouri rivers these ad- 
vances will be followed shorjly by others, and 
in the east a movement is already on foot to 
tring about a general readjustment. 


Advance on Meat and Coal. 

During the last month the rates on meats, 
packing house products and livestock be- 
tween Chicago and the Missouri river have 
been advanced 25 per cent, Dut as the in- 
crease amounts to only 5 cents a hundred 
pounds, or one-twentieth of a cent a pound 
of meat, the increased cost to the consumer 
ought not to be serious. The change will 
mean an increase of 1 cent a pound on some 
cuts and none on others. 

Coal rates from the southern I)inolsand In- 
diana mines to Chicago will be advanced 
from 8 to 12 cents per ton, about June il, 
unless the Illinoi¢ railroad commissicn, 
which has already started an investigation, 
intervenes. Ih this case the advance will 
be felt at once by the consumer, as it will be 


| Added to the cost of production at the mines, 


and it will also be a factor in the increased 
cost of manufacturing. 

Officials of the interstate commerce com- 
mission say they have noticed a tendency 
throughout the country towards the advance- 
ment of commodity rates since the first of 
the year. An indication of the effect of re- 
cent rates in the west is shown by the fol- 
lowing principal advances in the tariffs be- 
tween Chicago and St. Paul: Rates on agri- 
cultural implements have been increased 
18 per cent, on brick 16 per cent, on furni- 
ture 14 per cent, on hides 15 to 24 per cent, 
on paints 15 pér cent and on stone 25 per cent. 

In the west the advances have been con- 
fined to commodity carload rates, which the 
railroad officials say originally represented 
special concessions to large shippers, and 
which are too low as compared with the class 
rates applied to merchandise and similar ar- 
ticles. 


Big Advance on July 15. 

In the east the advances wilt affect prin- 
cipally the classified rates on the more vaiu- 
abie articles of shipment. According to ad- 
vices received by the representatives of the 
hocal shippers’ organigations the adva 
are now scheduled to go into effect abou 
July 15, and will range from 8 to 20 per cent, 
The effect of the advance is best illustrated 
by the advances In the clase rate scale 
from Chicago to New York, which, accord- 
ing to the percentage system which has 
been in effect for many years, governs prac- 


‘tically all classified rates in what is known as 


official classification territory, north of the 
Ohio river and east of the Mississippi. 

The class rate schedule is the same which 
it was proposed to raise two years ago but 
which was abandoned on account of the 
united opposition of the shippers. The op 
position has by no means been silenced by 
the lapse of time, however, and the Illinois 
Manufacturefs’ association, which led the 
successful protest of 1908, already is prepar- 
ing to hold a big massmeeting of shippers 
and representatives of commercial organiza- 
tions from all sections of the country, to be 
held in Chicago about May 20. 


Higher Passenger Rates. 

In New England a general movement to 
advance pastenger fares already has been 
inaugurated by the New Haven, Boston and 
Maine, and Boston and Albany. These rates 
will be advanced about June 1 an average of 
approximately 10 per cent, thus taking back 
the voluntary reductions to 2 cents a mile 
made by these roads two years ago. In the 
west and central west the rallroads can hard- 
ly advance regular passenger fares on ac- 
count of the general prevalence of 2 cenit 
fare laws, but they already have shown a 
disposition to eliminate as many as possible 
of the special excursion fares.
